And  you  can  quote  me  on  that. 

This  whole  Relocation  Operation 
marathon  trip  has  been  nothing  but 
incredible.

What  this  is  all  about  (in  case 
you're  a  gopher  or  just  returned 
from  a  trip  to  the  Yucatan),  is  a 
500  hour  manic  on-air  fund-raising 
orgy  that  started  Friday,  June  14. 
(Actually,  Pat  Grealy,  our  trust- 
worthy business  manager  -  whose 
mug  graces  this  issue's  quarterfold 
cover  -  just  informed  me  that  there 
was  a  mistake,  somebody  added 
wrong,  and  the  thing's  scheduled 
to  end  at  476  hours.  "Gosh,"  says 
Pat,  a  whimsical  look  on  his  face, 
"that's  sure  gonna  confuse  every- 
body.") 

Anyway  (yes,  teach,  avoid  di- 
gressions, I  know.  .  .),  the  money 
goes  as  a  down  payment  on  a  new 
house  for  KPFT.  Our  lease  is  up  on 
our  current  dingy  downtown  digs 
(that's  airwave  alliteration  -  you 
tend  to  get  carried  away  after  a  few 
hundred  hours)  and  we  plan  to 
move   to   419    Lovett. 

It's  the  old  Kiko  Galleries:  a 
fine  house  that'll  serve  us  well  as  a 
radio  station.  We're  getting  it  at  a 
steal  and  property  in  that  area  is  on 
a  steady  climb.  Also  there's  a  great 
yard  in  the  back  for  a  spot  of  tea 
and  a  bit  of  croquet.  (Have  a 
crumpet,  Huey?)  And  a  nice  garage 
apartment  to  house  the  ever  Mighti- 
er Ninety  News. 

Which  is  what  this  is.  Although 
we're  hedging  our  bets  a  little,  thus 
the  "Mini"  on  our  banner.  The 
marathon  made  it  impossible  for 
us  to  put  together  anything  more 
than      an   R.O.    Special;  we  were 


forced  to  postpone  additional  edi- 
torial material  til  our  Super  Sum- 
mer Special  next  month.   In  case 
you  missed  our  last  number,  M-90- 
N  is  KPFT's  monthly  print  comple- 
ment -  a  journal  of  news  and  views 
produced  for  your  edification  by 
the      multi-media  freaks  here  at 
Communications  Central. 

But  as -for  this  issue,  it's  the  Re- 
location Express.  We  try  in  a  very 
tentative  way  to  give  you  a  flavor 
of  the  marathon;  it's  got  to  be  in- 
complete because  we're  plum  in  the 
middle  of  the  mother  and  have  no 
more  perspective  than  a  skunk  in  a 
tire  works  (whatever  that  means). 

In  the  following  paragraphs  some

Like  the  kidnapping  of 
Crazy  Cajun  Huey  Meaux  the  first 
night  and  the  ensuing  news  flashes, 
parental  interview  and  taped  mes- 
sage from  Huey  underground  -  and 
the  inevitable  ransom  in  exchange 
for  cash  pledges. 

Like  Steve  Allen's  visit  between 
sets  at  La  Bastille;  he  traded  yuks 
with  us,  pitched  for  money  and 
banged  on  a  toy  piano  as  we  basked 
in  the  glow  of  a  master.  Like  the 
night  we  had  the  great  telephone 
rap  with  Fred  Armadillo  and  had 
an  unexpected  visit  from  Channel 
13  Weatherman  Ed  Brandon  who 
dropped  in  to  swap  some  bread  for 
a  barter  item  and  stuck  around  for 
a  couple  hours  to  join  our  crazi- 
ness.  , 

And    -  to   bring  home  the  im- 
mediacy    of  this  communique  - 
country  singer  Jimmy  Buffett  just 
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came  by  and  your  correspondent 
split  the  eleventh  hour  typewriter 
to  join  in  an  on-air  exchange  about 
music,  Texas  and  shrimp  gumbo. 
That's  cause  Jimmy  had  just  been 
at  the  Gumbo  Eating  contest  which 
was  a  prime  event  (I'm  told;  I  was 
here  working  on  this  rag)  and 
which  netted  the  station  over  $300. 
M-90-N  ace  reporter  Ryan  Bernard, 
himself  a  Cajun  and  a  gumbo  ad- 
dict, filed  this  report: 

A  couple  of  hundred  people 
stuffed  into  the  meager  grounds  of 
the  Gumbo  King  restaurant  and 
glutted  themselves  on  seafood  gum- 
bo, red  beans  and  rice,  beer  and 
boudin,  while  Pappy  and  Danny 
Selph  played  Cajun  tunes  on  fiddle  \ 
and  accordion.

Peter  the  Pumpkin  Eater,  a  reputed 
eater  of  freeways  and  picnic  tables, 
initially  tried  to  intimidate  every-

the  sidelines  as  a  fudge  in  order  not 
to  make  a  mockery  of  the  idea  of 
competition.  Huey  Meaux  and  the 
Raving  Cajun  also  served  as  judges 
and  Jimmy  Buffet  showed  up  to 
help  dish  out  bowls  of  the  hot 
stuff 

It  was  a  true  display  of  intestinal 
masochism,  with  some  contestants 
regurgitating  on  trees  and  even  into 
their  bowls.  When  the  steam  lifted 
and  the  alotted  60  minutes  of  glut- 
tony was  called  to  a  halt,  Peter 
the  Pumpkin  Eater  and  L.D.  Albin 
had  tied  for  first  place  at  \4Vz 
bowls  each.  They're  still  trying  to 
decide  how  to  split  the  trophy. 

The  gumbo  contest  was  followed 
by  a  wrestling  match  between  our 
own  Uncle  Bob  and  John  Stuckey 
of  the  Magic  Cowboy  Band  and  a 
group  of  clowns  called  the  Sand 
Mountain  Beefeaters.  It  seems  that 
old  Sam  Sadler  of  Sand  Mountain 
thought  he  had  come  across  some 
heavies  who  were  stout  enough  to 
put  down  Good  OT  Uncle  Bob, 
but  they  were  quickly  proved  to  be 
a  bunch  of  ninnies  as  our  own 
Uncle  Bob  applied  his  special  "Sit- 
down  -on -em  -and -  don 't  -  let-em-up 
method  of  pugilism  to  clench  the 
match.

Lots  of  folks  have  helped  us  with 
our  Relocation  Operation,  donating 
their  dollars  and  time,  offering  urii-  • 
que  items  for  barter,  making  music 
and  rapping  over  our  air.  But  it  is 
to  the  musicians  that  I  give  a  special 
tip  of  the  Banjo  Kid's  hat. 

Let's  start  with  Jerry  Jeff  Walker 
who  heard  the  R.O.  in  Austin  on 
the  radio  and  called  to  say  he'd  be 
right  down  to  help  us  out,  and  then 
flew  in  at  his  own  expense.  He 
played  Saturday  morning  and  again 
Sunday,  when  he  spent  the  after- 
noon in  our  air  studio  joined  by 
the  Magic  Cowboy  Band,  Milton 
Carrol  and  six  listeners  who  dona- 
ted $50  apiece  for  the  privilege.    A 


fine  afternoon  it  was  too,  with  Jerry 
Jeff  doing  the  talking  blues  classic 
"Ramblin  Scramblin"  and  singing 
some  ballads  he  normally  doesn't 
perform. 

And  in  the  middle  of  all  that, 
who  should  drop  by  but  Houston 
blues  artist  Juke  Boy  Bonner.  Juke 
Boy  knocked  everyone  out  with  his 
harp  and  guitar  on  an  original  tune 
called  "Yardman,"  then  took  off 
into  20  minutes  of  dance  tunes 
before  Jerry  Jeff  came  back  to 
finish  up  the  afternoon.  A  few 
hours  later  Steve  Allen  walked  in 
to  share  in  the  hilarity,  and  by  the 
time  that  was  over,  so  was  the  day. 

The  R.O.  continued  though,  with 
Vince  Bell  coming  to  visit  Donnie 
Jo  Sanders  and  getting  us  a  $25 
donation  for  stripping  naked  and 
playing  "Guacamole  Queen." 

Rocky  Hill  dropped  in  later  Mon- 
day night  to  play  some  live  blues 
with  Melvin  Dismuke  III  and  Tom 
Burton  from  Ghetto  Sound.  It 
was  pretty  crazy  to  wander  into  the 
middle  of  that,  especially  since  I 
walked  in  with  Richard  Greene  who 
had  just  arrived  from  California  and 


was  looking  for  someone  to  jam 
with.  At  1:30  a.m.  Houston  ears 
were  treated  to  some  of  the  strang- 
est tones  ever  to  flow  through  the 
airwaves.  With  Richard  on  violin, 
Melvin  on  soprano  sax,  and  Tom  on 
trumpet,  the  music  sounded  at 
times  like  a  brass  trio,  at  others  like 
a  string  quartet,  and  occasionally 
like  an  orange  going  through  a 
screen  door.  Quite  a  far  cry  from 
Richard's  better  known  bluegrass 
fiddlin'. 

We  got  to  sample  that,  too.  On 
Wednesday  afternoon  Richard  sat 
in  with  the  Houston  group,  Fid- 
dler's Bitch,  and  delighted  us  with 
a  fiddle  duet  on  an  old  Bob  Wills 
tune,  "Faded  Love."  When  I  asked 
him  later  where  he  learned  all  those 
Texas  songs  he  replied,  "I  never  did. 
I  just  watch  the  chords,  listen  to 
the  melody,  and  play."  I  never 
would  have  guessed,  such  was  his 
expertise. 

Later  on  that  evening  we  also  got 
some  tastes  of  Guy  Schwartz,  a 
regular  late  night  visitor  with  guitar 
in  hand.  I  also  recall  Superman  and 
his   friends   from  the  HoustonCon

It's  not  too  often  one  gets  a 
special  delivery-certified  letter  and 
this  one  was  no  exception,  con- 
taining three  slides:  one  of  Mr.  Zip, 
one  of  his  Screaming  Yellow  Zon- 
ker,  and  one  of  a  lovely  young 
baby  boy.  Innocent  enough?  Not 
hardly.  The  letter  was  devoted  to  a 
rather  unique  money  raising  scheme 
—a  bicycle  streak  for  money.  I  was 
quite  taken,  and  took  to  the  street 
at  three  minutes  before  8  on  Friday 
evening  with  Bobby  on  the  balcony 
as  lookout  (as  per  instructions)  and

All  the  way  around  the 
block!  Right  by  the  crowd  entering 


the  Alley  Theater!  And  the  Sym- 
phony! And  Godspell  (they  liked 
him)!  Now  he's  back  and  right  in 
front  of  the  Bowery  windows  he 
changes  to  a  second  waiting  yellow 
zonker  with  a  baby  in  the  back  seat! 
A  papoose  streak!  That  must  have 
really  knocked  'em  out  at  the  Alley. 
We  got  at  least  $35  from  the  liste- 
ners and  $50  for  the  Screaming 
Yellow  Zonker  when  the  streak  was 
over.

convention  dropping  by  earlier  that 
afternoon  to  talk  with  us  about 
the  good  oP  days  when  folks  sat 
around  and  watched  the  radio. 

From  there  things  begin  to  get 
fuzzy.  I  know  at  one  point-in 
the  midst  of  giving  away  a  lot  of 
ABC/Dunhill  records  in  exchange 
for  donations- 1  suddenly  found 
myself  staring  straight  up  at  six 
feet  and  seven  inches  of  the  Tall 
Texan  Society,  who  told  us  about 
the  nature  of  his  organization  (lady 
members  must  be  at  least  5'  6", 
men  6'  2",  although  shorter  folks 
are  not  excluded  from  their  parties). 

I  also  remember  Houston  artist 
Trudy  Sween  coming  in  with  some 
classic  78's  of  Bix  Biderbecke,  Harry 
James,  Fats  Waller,  Bessie  Smith, 
Mugsy  Spanier  and  Duke  Ellington, 
which  we  played  on  the  air  and  then 
put  up  for  barter. 

Dogtooth  Violet  appeared  one 
afternoon  to  play  on  the  air  and 
offer  their  services  to  play  a  gig  for 
a  donation  to  the  station.  After 
the  concert  someone  called  to  take 
them  up  on  it,  just  because  they 
liked  what  they  heard. 

The  Magic  Cowboy  Band  had  a 
strange  set  one  Sunday  afternoon. 
They  were  waiting  for  Billy  Jo 
Shaver  to  arrive  when  who  walks 
in  but  Richard  Greene,  this  time 
with  Anita  O'Day.  (They  were 
appearing  together  at  La  Bastille.) 
Anita,  who  was  a  star  back  in  the 
Forties  and  Fifties,  added  her  jazz- 
style  vocal  to  the  Magic  Cowboys 
for  a  unique  number,  then  breezed 
off  to  another  engagement.  Richard 
stayed,  and  he  and  the  Cowboys 
picked  a  few,  joined  by  Sam  Sadler 
from  Sand  Mountain  on  mandolin. 

Then  later  that  night  Jerry  Jeff 
returned,  this  time  with  members 
of  the  Gonzo  Band,  including  Gary 
Nunn  and  Bob  Livingston.  They 
came  by  right  after  their  sold-out 
smash  show  at  the  Music  Hall.  It 
was  a  rousing  jam:  Jerry  Jeff  and 
friends  sang  the  "Money  Song"  and 
added  a  verse  for  KPFT. 

Ralph  Nader  breezed  in  and  out 


the  next  day  for  a  quick  interview 
with  Gavan  Duffy  and  Tom  Curtis, 
covering  everything  from  economics 
to  impeachment.  Then  two  cast 
members  from  the  Theater  Under 
the  Stars  production  of  Oliver  (the 
Artful  Dodger  and  Oliver  himself) 
came  to  talk  about  what  it's  like 
to  be  childstars  performing  in  front 
of  40,000  onlookers  at  an  outdoor 
production. 

One  night,  Donnie  Jo  brought 
in  Richard  Dobson,  a  Houstonian 
who  was  in  from  Nashville  for  a 
stretch  at  the  Old  Quarter.  And 
Rick  Cuhna  came  in  later  with 
friends  to  top  off  the  evening. 
Rick  was  opening  the  bill  with 
Jimmy  Buffet  at  Liberty  Hall  and 
wanted  to  give  us  and  our  listeners 
a  taste  of  what  to  expect.  With 
banjo,  guitars,  harp,  and  cello  the 
taste  turned  out  to  be  delicately 
seasoned. 

A  last  special  mention  before 
press  time  goes  to  Sir  Doug  Sahm, 
who  was  in  town  to  audition  a  new 
band  and  came  up  to  the  station  to 
rap  and  spin  some  of  the  platters 
that  influenced  his  music.

July   4,   5  and  6  KPFT  will  not  return   to  normal  programming 
as  most  of  our  staff  will  be  at  the   various  music  festivals  oc- 
curring around   Texas  that   weekend.

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KPFK  Mgr.  Jailed 


Will  Lewis,  General  Manager  of 
KPFK,  our  sister  station  in  Los 
Angeles,  is  in  jail.  Lewis  was 
charged  with  contempt  of  court 
after  he  refused  to  honor  a  sub- 
poena for  a  taped  Symbionese  Lib- 
eration Army  communique  and  a 
written  Weather  communique. 

Lewis  has  steadfastly  refused  to 
turn  the  tape  over  to  police  autho- 
rities, invoking  the  first,  fourth, 
fifth,  seventh,  ninth,  and  tenth 
amendments  to  the  U.S.  Constitu- 
tion. Lewis  contends  that  handing 
the  communiques  over  to  the  F.B.I, 
would  be  a  disclosure  of  confiden- 
tial news  sources  and  that  forcing 
the  disclosure  would  be  an  uncon- 
stitutional inhibition  of  freedom  of 
the  press. 

Judge  Andrew  Houk,  who  han- 
ded down  the  contempt  citation, 
also  imposed  a  "gag"  order,  prohi- 
biting all  parties  to  the  court  pro- 
ceedings from  communicating  with 
the  press.  Lewis  is  restrained  even 
further.  He  is  in  "deep  lock,"  a 
form  of  solitary  confinement. 

Lewis  is  not  allowed  to  mingle 
with  the  other  prisoners  at  Terminal 
Island  prison  where  he  is  held.  He's 
allowed  1 5  minutes  of  exercise  each 
day  and  a  daily  seven  minute  sho- 
wer. He  is  not  permitted  to  read 
newspapers  and  is  denied  access  to 
the  prison  commissary.  Because  he 
is  not  allowed  in  the  commissary, 
he  cannot  buy  a  radio  and  he  is  not 
permitted  to  get  one  from  friends 
outside  prison.  He  can,  however, 
watch  television,  but  only  via  a 
mirror  which  is  angled  toward  a  TV 
screen  outside  his  cell. 

Lawyers  for  the  non-endowed 
Pacifica  Foundation  are  maneuver- 
ing legally  for  the  lifting  of  the  gag 
order  on  the  ground  that  the  order 
is  in  itself  unconstitutional. 


At  any  rate,  the  court-imposed 
punishment  of  Lewis  is  certainly 
cruel  and  unusual,  especially  when 
he  has  not  even  stood  trial  with  a 
jury  of  his  own  peers. 

According  to  KPFK  acting  mana- 
ger Ruth  Hirschman,  journalists  in 
the  Los  Angeles  area  are  observing 
the  situation  with  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest, since  the  results  of  the  litiga- 
tion may  have  an  important  impact 
on  the  freedom  of  news  reporters 
in  gathering  and  disseminating  in- 
formation without  government  in- 
terference. 

The  Los  Angeles  Times  has  issued 
an  editorial  arguing  that  the  gag  rule 
is  in  violation  of  the  First  Amend- 
ment and  charging  that  Judge  Houk 
must  have  no  regard  for  the  First 
Amendment  in  order  to  issue  such 
a  ruling. 

It  appears  that  Lewis  will  remain 
in  prison  for  a  long  period  of  time 
while  the  matter  is  litigated,  even  if 
the  gag  order  is  successfully  ap- 
pealed. Pacifica  staffs,  managers 
and  board  members  at  the  four 
Pacifica-affiliated  stations  have  all 
expressed  support  for  Lewis  and  for 
KPFK  in  the  fight  against  what 
they  consider  to  be  an  infringement 
of  constitutionally-guaranteed  liber- 
ties.

FLASH!  Judge  Houk's  gag  order  has 
been  set  aside  until  a  three-judge  federal 
panel  can  rule  on  an  appeal  brought  by 
lawyers  for  Lewis.  That  federal  panel  will 
also  rule  on  an  appeal  of  the  entire  con- 
tempt citation.  The  panel  will  make  its 
ruling  in  early  or  mid-July. 

Lewis'  unusual  jail  conditions,  how- 
ever, remain  harsh.  The  only  change  is 
that  he  now  has  a  radio.  Prison  Warden 
Jack  Wise  (who,  incidentally,  is  from 
Texas)  has  loaned  Lewis  his  personal 
radio  so  that  the  KPFK  manager  can 
hear  his   own  station.   —     G.D.

Jim's  not  the  only  volunteer. 
There  have  been  many  who  have 
come  in-rather  timid  at  first-and 
gotten  into  the  whole  sense  of 
community  and  purpose  and  drive 
which  seem  to  be  holding  the  whole 
operation  together. 

There's  Stan,  the  taxi  cab  driver, 
who  comes  in  at  2  a.m.  every  mor- 
ning. And  people  like  Ron,  who  is 
blind  and  brews  some  of  the  funki- 
est homemade  wine  around.  Ron 
came  in  one  night  with  his  braille 
typewriter  and  a  special  light-sensi- 
tive device  which  can  detect  the 
flashing    button    on   an   incoming 


phone  call.  He  took  subscriptions 
in  braille  and  read  them  out  later  to 
a  transcriber.  Ron  and  his  friend 
Mark  stayed  up  all  of  one  night 
answering  phones  for  us. 

Then  there's  Barb,  Ray,  Mike, 
John,  Mark,  Sam,  Elaine,  Angel, 
Sunshine  and  a  long  list  of  others 
who  haven't  done  anything  as  spec- 
tacular as  Ron,  but  have  spent  their 
share  of  hours  slaving  at  the  phones. 
There  are  the  many  fine  people  who 
have  come  up  with  cases  of  beer, 
pizzas,  fried  chicken,  roasted  tur- 
keys, hamburgers,  donuts  and  other 
goodies  to  keep  us  all  from  starving 
and  to  generate  more  energy  for  the 


task. 

The  volunteers  have  been  the 
most  amazing  part  of  the  whole 
marathon.  They've  worked  until 
their  eyes  bugged  with  redness. 
They've  crashed  on  our  sofas.  They 
have  wandered  through  the  studios 
in  a  listless  daze.  They  have  perked 
up  and  tried  to  look  good  for  the 
Channel  1 1  cameras  which  were  up 
one  Sunday.  They  have  gawked  at 
the  various  celebrities  who  have 
walked  through  on  their  way  to  the 
control  room.  (I  remember  one 
volunteer  staring  in  disbelief  as  his 
hand  wrote  out  a  $50  subscription 
from  Mr.  Jerry  Jeff  Walker.) 


Who  are  these  people  who  will 
work  for  no  compensation  into  the 
late  hours  of  the  night?  Are  they 
crazy?  Why  do  they  do  it?  Jim 
says,  "I  do  it  because  I  don't  have 
anything  else  to  do,  because  I  be- 
lieve in  it,  and  because  I  dig  the 
people."  You  can  talk  to  any  one 
of  the  other  volunteers  and  find 
that  they  all  have  one  thing  in  com- 
mon. They're  working  at  some- 
thing they  believe  in:  the  idea  of 
a  community  radio  station  free  of 
the  commercialism  that  permeates 
every  other  aspect  of  our  lives.
